LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 

Dear Board Member, 

The purpose of this letter is to inform you of my resignation as President of the 
CWNA. The reason for this is strictly personal. This decision does not 
reflect on anything or anyone in the association. I have been putting "numis¬ 
matic" demands upon myself since 1991.1 feel a lot of personal time and duties 
have been neglected. Also, I want to enjoy my hobby of researching and col¬ 
lecting errors and varieties. 

As you know, since March we have been asking Jerry (Morgan) to set up the 
financial accounts as per the By-Laws. I went to the bank that has the two 
CWNA CD accounts and picked up the necessary paper work to accomplish 
this. Multiple signatures are now needed to access these funds. Jerry Morgan, 
Tom Hallenbeck and I are listed on the signer cards. I will get together with 
Tim Martin and Jerry at their earliest convenience to remove my name and put 
Tim on as a signer. Concerning the checking account, Jerry is still the only offi¬ 
cer who has access to these funds. 

Jerry has been in contact with Richard Judd. He is the attorney handling the 
process of reinstating corporate status, articles and by-laws. New laws con¬ 
cerning this area go into effect in July 1998. Jerry and I both agree, that for the 
benefit of the CWNA, Mr. Judd should proceed with this process in such a way 
that the association will be in compliance with all state statues. 

Other unfinished business: At our July meeting I mentioned that some mem-, 
bers and past officers had expressed concern as to how many showcases are in 
Jerry's possession and being used by him in his business. At the meeting I said 
I would try to take a count of these at the November show. I will not be able to 
do this as I may not be back from a trip out of town. How the CWNA wants to 
deal with this issue is up to the Board. 

I would like to say thanks to all of you. The time and effort you all freely give 
to the numismatic community is commendable.

To the Editor: 

I wanted to clarify some misconceptions and mis-statements from the last 
newsletter in the "President's Message". Newly elected President Chuck 
Wishon implied that past boards and officers had knowledge of tax problems 
and failed to act on them. This is simply not the case, I along with all or at least 
most of the Board, never had any idea of any possible problems. There was 
also so little money prior to the pre-show that no one cared. The influx of 
money from the highly successful pre-show brought with it problems and 
questions that prior boards had never thought of. The "inactivity of previous 
Boards over the past several years", also is not so. The past Boards helped put 
on one of the most successful ANA conventions in recent memory, along with 
a super CWNA show. One must realize that the CWNA, it’s officers and mem¬ 
bers are a loose knit group of collectors and dealers spread out over numerous 
states. This group only meets 3 or 4 times a year, and the newsletter is the only 
tangible items that most of the membership receives. The CWNA needs to con¬ 
tinue publishing the newsletter, and continue to reach out to coin enthusiasts in 
the Rocky Mountain region. There are more big events in the future for the 
CWNA, and we need to be prepared.

To the Editor 

This letter serves to correct statements made in the "Presidents' Message" of 
the June, 1997 newsletter and to dispel any false impressions one may get from 
reading his letter of resignation. 
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"CWNAhad lost its Corporate Status several years ago..." RESPONSE, 
In fact the State of Colorado declared the CWNA defunct through fail¬ 
ure to file Corporate Reports in the late 1970's. They no longer have any 
record of the CWNA. 

"...we may no longer be able to claim tax exempt status and ...at least 
some of the past officers...knew about the situation for several 
years...and had not dealt with it". RESPONSE. I researched the 
Corporate and IRS tax exemption statues of the CWNA in early 1996 
due to the large amount of revenue expected from the 1996 Pre-ANA 
show. We had 501-C7 tax exempt status but were no longer a state of 
Colorado Corporation. This was a technical matter that needed to be 
dealt with in the near future and I indicated as such to Mr. Wishon dur¬ 
ing the summer of 1996 and urged him to run for President and I would 
stay on as Sec'y/Treasurer to manage the financial affairs of the organi¬ 
zation. This was not known about for "several years before the planning 
of the Pre-ANA show" as he stated. 

"Relative Inactivity of previous Boards over the past several years". 
RESPONSE. This is grossly in error. These are the Boards under which 
the CWNA was revived. The pre-ANA show was conceived in 1992 and 
I donated over 400 man hours to ensuring the show would be a success. 
I professionally managed the show at no charge while Tom Hallenbeck 
managed the politics and it worked very well indeed generating the $28, 
646.00 in profit to serve as as base to rebuild all the member coin clubs. 

Presidents statements in his letter of Resignation. RESPONSE. The By- 
Laws state the Treasurer is the primary signer on all bank accounts with 
the President to be the secondary signer who shall only be able to sign 
for monies in the event of the incapacity or death of the primary signer. 
Shortly after Mr. Wishon become President I set up the bank accounts so 
that he would have access only upon my incapacity or death as per the 
By-laws. Two weeks before his resignation he unexpectedly arrived at 
my house with signature cards that would have given him and Tom 
Hallenbeck immediate individual access to the c.d's. at the bank. I had 
already accepted Tom's suggestion that we require the multiple signa¬ 
tures of the President, Chairman of the Board and the 
Secretary/Treasurer to complete financial transactions concerning these 
investment accounts. I caught this "error" and we set up the multiple sig¬ 
nature restriction. 

Concerning my use of the CWNA showcases. About 7 years ago the 
CWNA no longer had money to rent storage space so I proceeded to 
store them in my truck with the understanding that I could use them at 
my coin shows as a trade out.

Last May Robert Davis wrote a letter to CWNA members, entitled "Who 
is the Loser?" I don't know how many of you read Bob's letter, so I am 
publishing a very short synopsis of it. Bob lambasted the new CWNA 
board for doing nothing since they had been installed as officers. The 
newsletter is the most important communication tool of the association 
and the lack of it was disappointing to say the least. He mentioned that 
he had been asked by several board members and clubs to run for a 
vacant spot on the CWNA board and he reluctantly agreed (Bob is a long 
time CWNA member and has "held every office in the CWNA, includ¬ 
ing newsletter editor" and president). The Board voted on the vacancy 
and elected Mark Honea rather than Bob. (Judith Kagin had also been 
nominated, but withdrew her name, noting the confrontation & bitterness 
of the CWNA board, ed). Bob, mentioned that his was not a "sore loser" 
letter but that he had 4 major concerns. (Again, I'm shortening and para¬ 
phrasing here). 1). There should be a four to five year plan and budget 
on how best to use the almost $30, 000 bankroll the CWNA has in a 
responsible manner. 2) Accountability- board members should pursue 
members intent, so planned projects should be "floated" to members 
before adoption. 3) Lack of communications- No newsletter, nor press¬ 
release, nor visits by CWNA board members. 4) History. Very little 
had been done in a formal manner to bring together any history of the 
CWNA. 


A few days after receiving his letter, I wrote to the board advising them 
that I agreed with the most of it, mainly that the CWNA needs to do 
something. I said that I would only continue to be the newsletter editor 
if the Board committed to a regularly issued publication. This summer 
the Board and I committed to a newsletter published 3 times a year with 
the deadline for submission of materials to the editor being February 
IS, June 15 and October 1. In the past we had no schedule. Tom, Jerry 
or Chuck would call me up on a Tuesday and say we need a newsletter 
on Wednesday. If I had time I would do it, if not the newsletter would be 
delayed or no newsletter or last June, Chuck wrote it. Obviously this was 
not the way for the newsletter to be produced. I am not castigating any 
of the above for this. All of us are busy people and have business and pri¬ 
vate lives to run. We do this strictly on a volunteer basis, because of our 
love for numismatics. If it's anybody's fault, I take the blame. I've writ¬ 
ten newsletters for other organizations before and I know that unless 
there is some kind of schedule and deadline than it doesn't get published 
on a regular basis. I should have made that clear before I accepted the 
request to publish this. I didn't so I certainly accept that part of Bob’s 
wrath as being deserving.

We have seen a beautifully engraved bank note of the denomination of $5 got¬ 
ten up for Clark, Gruber & Co. of this city, designed for circulation in this 
Territory. Ones, twos and threes, are also to be issued. They are redeemable in 


Clark, Gruber & Co. 's coin in this city. The bill we saw has on the lower right 
hand comer an admirable likeness of Gov. Gilpin-which of itself ought to give 
currency to the issue. 

OBITUARIES 

Charles G. Klein. Mr. Klein passed away on February 17th, 1997 in Sun City, 
AZ. He was among the founders of the, CWNA a life member, and former 
president, secretary/treasurer and board member. Among other area clubs he 
belonged to were Greeley, Arkansas Valley, Boulder and Ft. Collins Coin 
Clubs as well as the ANA. He was preceded in death by his wife Doris who 
died in September of 1994. 

Canzada Overton. Mrs. Overton passed away on April 15th, 1997. She was 
the widow of A1 Overton of "Bust Half Dollar Fame", who proceeded her in 
death in 1972. She was a member of the ANA. 

MINUTES OF THE MEETINGS 

There have been five meetings that have not been reported upon in the newslet¬ 
ter. 4 of the meetings minutes have been approved and a summary of three are 
below. If space permits in future editions of the newsletter, we will publish 
more details of the minutes. However the I believe the jist of each meeting will 
be clear. The summer meeting minutes have yet to be approved and therefore 
are not included. 

Sept. 22. 1996 Special Meeting to revise By-laws. 

6 officers were in attendance, although Ricky Walsh arrived late. Ai Muklebust 
was not there, but was represented in proxy by Jerry Morgan. Minutes of the 
previous meeting were approved as read as was the treasurer's report which 
gave our balance as $31,270.40 in the show account and $1,708.49 in the club 
account. There was a dispute with the host hotel about a billing dispute and 
until that was resolved, no money would be distributed. 

81 of the 250 show medals had been sold and 39 more needed to be sold for it 
to break even. Tom Hallenbeck appointed Chuck Wishon to the nominating 
Committee for the election and Chuck indicated he would try to get more peo¬ 
ple to ran. 

The purpose of the special meeting was to develop and approve amendments 
to the By-laws that would ensure full, but fair participation of all CWNA mem¬ 
ber clubs in the governing of the CWNA. A summary of the amendments fol¬ 
lows. 

• Chairman of the Board added. • Members of the Board increased from 4 to 
5. ‘Person running for Office must be a member in good standing of the 
CWNA. • Only one member per immediate family and/or household shall be 
eligible to run for office for an election. • A quorum shall require 5 officers. A 
meeting may be called by the President and 4 officers. • Omit "committing a 
criminal offense" as activity subjecting a member to expulsion or other disci¬ 
plinary action. 

All of the above passed. Motions were also passed that delinquent clubs or 
members can retain their old membership number only upon payment of all 
back dues and that DAWN receive a special bequest equal to 1/2 of what cur¬ 
rent member clubs were to receive from the pre-show because they were tech¬ 
nically not eligible to participate due to lapsed membership. 

Jan. 19, 1997 Annual Meetin g. , . 

5 officers of the old board were in attendance with Ricky Walsh being absent 
and Al Mucklebust not in attendance but represented through proxy by Jerry 
Morgan. Guests included incoming board members Dennis Polly, Dennis 
Sweringen and (V. P.) Tim Martin. Other member guests were Howard Hinsey, 
Judy Kagin, Zola Ilkovic and Francis Maloney. 

Minutes, Membership and Treasury reports were approved as read. ThettS>- 
discussion among Tim Martin, David Swearingen and Jerry Morgan concern¬ 
ing the legal status of the CWNA. Tom Hallenbeck presented the CWNA with 
2 awards from the ANA; a life membership in the ANA as the sponsor club for 
the 1996 convention and a plaque stipulating the CWNA as receiving the 
Lewis S. Wemer award as a symbol of appreciation for the dedicated services 
rendered by the club members who gave so much of their time to making the 
convention a success. 

The election results were presented and the new board was certified unani¬ 
mously; Chuck Wishon, President; Tim Martin, Vice President, Jerry 
Morgan, Secretary/Treasurer, Andy Breakey, Allen Nye, Dennis Polly and 


















David Swearingen, Board of Directors. Bill Spengler received the most write- 
in votes for the 5th board position and indicated he would serve if we could not 
get someone from Northern Colorado which is not represented on the board at 
this time. 

The By-law amendments stipulated in the Sept. 22, 1996 minutes were all 
approved unanimously by all present with the exception of "only one member 
per immediate family and/or household" amendment which was voted down 
unanimously. 

The old board adjourned and the new board immediately was called to order 
by the new President. Chuck presented a list of his proposals to the board 
which included, • Implementation of management procedures for the new 
"Show Fund Account" including development of a contract to be used in loan¬ 
ing money to member coin clubs planning to put on a coin show. • Investment 
of CWNA funds to get a reasonable, yet safe interest rate. • Develop program 
for and with the Boy Scouts. • Develop exhibits at local coin shows and 
libraries and production of a video. • Publish the Newsletter quarterly, sell 
advertising, solicit articles from members, provide space for coin club news. 
Pay editor? Print by an outside source, such as J.T. Stanton in order to improve 
the quality. 

Tim Martin recommended we try to get Wyoming more involved in club activ¬ 
ity. Tom recommend the CWNA develop a "web page". Chuck indicated we 
would continue to discuss new ideas during the dinner following the formal 
meeting, Jerry indicated the need to get the direction from the board concern¬ 
ing the distribution of the show profits and Chuck promised a meeting very 
soon to deal with these matters. 

Jan. 26, 1997. Special Board Meeting 

All officers were present with the exception of Tom Hallenbeck, who was rep¬ 
resented through proxy by Jerry Morgan until Tom could arrive (45 minutes 
after the meeting started). The minutes of the annual meeting were read and 
approved, the treasurer's report was updated to included disbursement of a 
check to the ANA, a settlement to the Marriott and the cashing of the last check 
from the show. After some discussion the Treasurer's report was approved as 
read. 

Following that was a long and detailed discussion of "the status of the CWNA 
in the eyes of the state and federal governments." Space does not permit us to 
detail the entire discussion but eventually a motion was made giving Tim 
Martin the authority to contact a Corporate lawyer and research what we may 
need to do concerning the legal status of the CWNA, with the stipulation that 
the Board must approve any legal fees in advance. 

A motion was made and passed concerning the allocation of show profits to 
member clubs. Cheyenne & DAWN were to receive 1/2 shares, while ten other 
clubs were to receive full shares. The checks would be delivered within 3 
months. (Minutes will continue in next issue) 

LETTER FROM THE NEW PRESIDENT 

Dear CWNA Members: 


With a goal of cooperation, I have assumed the position of president, evenjif 
by default. I will need the help of all board members, executives and the mem¬ 
bership at large. What I do not need in my schedule nor do I have time t>r 
patience for is a lot of petty bickering and backbiting. If such continues, tjie 
CWNA will remain an ineffective forum. 

The CWNA must decide, on a positive basis, what it is to do as an organiza¬ 
tion. Does it want to flounder or does it want to move forward with a purpose?

The excuse I hear repeatedly for the CWNA's inactivity in past years is a lack 
of money. Well, we now have money to do some very good things.
